ADMINISTRATIVE DIRECTOR 





STANLEY BATES is Administrative Director of the Con- 
ference and a Professor of Philosophy at Middlebury College. 
He has taught previously at Harvard and the University of 
Chicago, and has served as Middlebury’s Dean of Arts and 
Humanities. His articles and reviews on ethics, aesthetics and 
the philosophy of law have appeared in the Journal of Phi- 
losophy, Ethics, The Philosophical Quarterly and Philosophy 
and Literature. 


MARVIN BELL, poet and essayist, teaches at The Univer- 
sity of Iowa. His books include A Probable Volume of 
Dreams; The Escape into You; Residue of Song; Stars Which 
See, Stars Which Do Not See; These Green-Going-to-Yellow, 
Drawn by Stones, by Earth, by Things That Have Been in 
the Fire and (with William Stafford) Segues: A Cor- 
respondence in Poetry (poetry) and Old Snow Just Melting: 
Essays and Interviews. He has held Guggenheim and NEA 
Fellowships, and the position of Senior Fulbright Scholar (to 
Yugoslavia), and has received awards from The Academy of 
American Poets, The Virginia Quarterly Review, Poetry, and 
The American Poetry Review. 


JEROME CHARYN’s novels include: Panna Maria, Darlin’ 
Bill, Blue Eyes, Secret Isaac, The Catfish Man, The Seventh 
Babe, and Pinocchio’s Nose. He has received NEA and Gug- 
genheim Fellowships; Darlin’ Bill received an award from 
the American Academy and Institute of Arts and Letters and 
has been nominated for the Prix Médicis étranger in France. 
He has taught at Stanford, Rice, and Columbia College, and 
is currently teaching at Princeton. His work has been pub- 
lished in The New Republic, Mademoiselle, Antaeus, Paris 
Review, The Village Voice, The New York Times Book Review, 
and The New York Review of Books. He is finishing a new 
novel, The Fall of the Magicians. 


NICHOLAS DELBANCO has published ten novels, most 
recently the Sherbrookes trilogy: Possession, Sherbrookes, 
and Stillness. He is the author of a biographical study of 
writers in community, Group Portrait: Conrad, Crane, Ford, 
James, and Wells, and a collection of short stories, About 
My Table. His study of The Beaux Arts Trio will appear this 
fall. Mr. Delbanco has taught at Columbia and Iowa Univer- 
sities, at Trinity and Williams Colleges and is a permanent 
member of the faculty at Bennington College. Among his 
awards are the National Endowment for the Arts Creative 
Writing Fellowship, and the Guggenheim Fellowship. 


STANLEY ELKIN, novelist and short story writer, teaches 
at Washington University in St. Louis. His novels are Boswell, 
A Bad Man, The Dick Gibson Show, The Franchiser, The Liv- 
ing End and George Mills. He has also published a collec- 
tion of short stories, Criers and Kibitzers, Kibitzers and 
Criers, and a book of novellas, Searches and Seizures. He has 
received a Guggenheim Fellowship and grants from the 
Rockefeller Foundation, The National Institute of Arts and 
Letters, and the National Endowment for the Humanities. 


DONALD JUSTICE is the author of The Summer Anniver- 
saries, Departures and Selected Poems, and he has edited The 
Collected Poems of Weldon Kees. He has been a Guggenheim 
Fellow, and he received a Pulitzer Prize in Poetry in 1980. 
Mr. Justice has taught at Syracuse and Stanford Universities, 
the University of lowa, and at the Colorado and Squaw Valley 
Writers’ Conferences. Platonic Scripts, a book of criticism, 
is being published in 1984. 


WILLIAM MATTHEWS, poet, has taught at Wells College, 
Cornell, Emerson, Sarah Lawrence, The University of lowa 
and the University of Houston. He is the author of Ruining 
the New Road, Sleek for the Long Flight, Sticks and Stones, 
Rising and Falling, and Flood. A sixth collection of poetry, 
A Happy Childhood, is being published in 1984. He has 
served on the Literature Panel of the NEA, and has been presi- 
dent of the Board of Directors of Associated Writing Pro- 
grams. He presently teaches at the University of Washington, 
where he also directs the creative writing program. 








ROBERT PACK, poet and Director of the Conference, 
teaches at Middlebury College. A former Fulbright Fellow, 
recipient of National Institute of Arts and Letters and 
Borestone Mountain Poetry Awards, his books of poetry are: 
The Irony of Joy, A Stranger’s Privilege, Guarded by Women, 
Nothing but Light, Selected Poems, Home from the Cemetery 
and Keeping Watch. He has published three books of poetry 
for children, a critical study of the poetry of Wallace Stevens, 
and is co-editor of New Poets of England and America. Wak- 
ing to My Name: New and Selected Poems was published in 
1980. Faces in a Single Tree: A Cycle of Monologues will be 
published in 1984. 


LINDA PASTAN has published five books of poetry: A Perfect 
Circle Of Sun, Aspects Of Eve, The Five Stages Of Grief, 
Waiting For My Life, and PM/AM: New & Selected Poems. 
She has also published three chapbooks: Setting The Table, 
On The Way To the Zoo, and Even as We Sleep. Her poems 
and reviews have appeared in The New Yorker, The Atlantic 
Monthly, The New Republic, MS., American Poetry Review 
and Antaeus. She has received grants from the NEA and from 
the Maryland Arts Council, and she won the Poetry Society 
of America’s di Castagnola Award. PM/AM was nominated for 
the American Book Award. 


RON POWERS is a television and radio critic, novelist and 
writer of nonfiction. His work has appeared in TV Guide, 
The New York Times, Playboy, and the Washington Jour- 
nalism Review. He received a Pulitzer Prize while he was a 
tv-radio critic for The Chicago Sun-Times; he also won an 
Emmy as a commentator for WMAQ-TV (Chicago). He is the 
author of The Newscasters: The News Business as Show 
Business (nonfiction) and two novels, Face Value and Toot- 
Toot-Tootsie, Goodbye. He is media critic for the CBS news 
program, Sunday Morning. A new book, SuperTube: The 
Rise of Television Sports, is forthcoming. 


FRANCINE PROSE’s novels are: Hungry Hearts, Household 
Saints, Animal Magnetism, Marie Laveau, The Glorious 
Ones and Judah the Pious. Her short stories have appeared 
in The Atlantic, Mademoiselle, Commentary, and Tri- 
Quarterly, She has received NEA and New York State Arts 
Council (CAPS) Fellowships. She has taught at Harvard and 
the University of Arizona. She was a Bread Loaf Fellow in 
1973. 


MARK STRAND is the author of six books of poetry, the 
latest of which is “Selected Poems.” His first collection of 
short stories was published in 1982. He has received National 
Endowment for the Arts, Rockefeller and Guggenheim 
Fellowships. He was awarded the Edgar Allen Poe Prize in 
1974, and has received awards from the Academy and Institute 
of Arts & Letters and from the Academy of American Poets. 
He teaches at the University of Utah. 


NANCY WILLARD is a fiction writer, poet, and storyteller 
to children. Her books include Childhood of the Magician 
(short stories), Testimony of the Invisible Man (criticism), 
Skin of Grace, 19 Masks for a Naked Poet, Carpenter of the 
Sun and A New Herball (poetry). Her work for children in- 
cludes The Merry History of a Christmas Pie, The Snow Rab- 
bit, Sailing to Cythera, The Island of the Grass King and 
Strangers’ Bread. In 1982 her book, A Visit to William 
Blake’s Inn: Poems for Innocent and Experienced Travelers, 
won the Newbery Award for the most distinguished contribu- 
tion to children’s literature. Her most recent work is Uncle 
Terrible and Household Tales of Moon and Water. She teaches 
at Vassar. 


HILMA WOLITZER, novelist, is the author of Ending, In 
The Flesh, Hearts and three novels for young readers. Her 
short stories and reviews have appeared in Saturday Evening 
Post, New American Review, Esquire, MS., Ploughshares and 
The Washington Post. She has taught at Columbia University 
and the University of Iowa. She is a recipient of Guggenheim 
and National Endowment Fellowships, and was the William 
Raney Fellow at the Bread Loaf Writers’ Conference in 1974. 
In 1981 she received an award in Literature from the American 
Academy and Institute of Arts and Letters. Her most recent 
novel, In The Palomar Arms, was published in 1983.
